absolute lack of provision in casa 
of firois again o imattor for dis- 
cussion. But it apparontly must 
romain a topic of the ‘ What did 
I say!” varioty, and bo forgotton 
a fow days Jater—unti] tho noxt 
timo fire fatalitios are rocordod. 
Tho trouble is that practically 
nothing can be dono with the 
oxisting slum proporty in China- 
town. It was built by mon in 
years gono by who, eithor through 
ignoranco or callousnoss, cared 
not a rap about tho possible 
offect of a scrious conflngration. 
Thus wo havo thousands: of 
pooplo who retire to sloop overy 
night with one of the gravest 
menaces of lifo hanging over 
them. This Colony has roally 
boon most oxtraordinarily fortu- 
nato in not having so far ox- 
porioncod a scrious outbreak of 
firo in tho hoart. of the city, 
cither at Wanchai or, worso still 
from tho point of viow of tho 
probablo offect, at Woat Point. 


‘It moroly requires o big blaze 


with a strong wind from ono 
quartor to wipo out a good doal 
of theso old, and partly dilapid- 
ated, tonomonts, That would 
porhaps solvo tho problem, but at 
a brutal ssorifico, . 


Actually, it amounts to this, 
that tho administration has to 
wait until those death traps 
decay of thomsolves or ‘aro 
pullod down for improvomonts 
in their area.
